In a great measure this 
fact is attributable to the neglect of 
parents, who, instead of taking a 
natural interest in the homo-training of 
offspring for whose future lives they 
are to a great extent responsible, ap- 
pear to think that their responsibility 
is satisfactorily completed if r.l;»y £'yc 
their -childreji-beurt! ^ lodging and 
clothes. If thoughtless parents will 
continue to think that their accounta- 
bility is discharged with the provision 
of "creature comforts" for their young; 
if they pay no heed to their moral or 
intellectual training; make no inquiries 
as to the regularity of their attendance 
at school; and, above and beyond all, 
if they permit them to roam the streets 
at night, they will have no one to blame 
save themselves if their children go to 
ruin. We would earnestly urge on 
parents the importance of knowing 
where their children spend their even- 
ings, and the character of the company 
they keep. Parents should not only 
demand bat maintain implicit obedi- 
ence to all reasonable requests and 
rules, and enforce that respectful at- 
tention from children which shall have 
the moral influence to keep them in 
cheek and insure their submission. 



THE LAST HONORS. 



Our special telegram from London 
publishes interesting details of the 
obsequies of the late Prince Imperial. 
The pallbearers were all Princes. The 
Queen manifested her active sympathy. 
The chief mourners were Prince 
Napoleon (now head of the Bonaparte 
family) and his two sons. The mili- 
tary escort was brilliant and imposing. 
The populace manifested their regard 
for the dead Prince by attiring them- 
selves in mourning. Every mother's 
heart will sympathize with poor Eu- 
qenie in her great grief. Her every 
earthly joy faded when her dear boy 
was done to death by the Zulus. The 
Prince Imperial was "the only son of 
his mother; and she was a widow." He 
fell fighting for Great Britain. Eng- 
land in grateful recognition of his ser- 
vices has accorded him. an Imperial 
burial and has opened her breast at 
Chiselhurst to receive his mangled re- 
mains. The demonstration is said to 
have excited the feelings of the Repub- 
licans of France against the English; 
but that will soon subside. 



NAVAL REFORM. 



Tho war in South America, although 
devoid of any large measure of interest 
to the great powers, has given rise to 
vigorous discussion in England as to 
the merits of ironclads of enormous 
strength and tonnage, such as are now 
being built for the British fleet. 
Hobart Pasha, Admiral of the Turk- 
ish fleet, but withal an English officer, 
argues in favor of small, heavily-arm- 
oured, fast vessels, that can out-niaiueu- 
vre an ironclad, meanwhile hitting it 
at every vulnerable point. Of course 
a small vessel will be sunk occasionally ; 
but it is held that for general service 
they will prove most effective. Naval 
authorities have abandoned the idea of 
war vessols bombarding masked batter- 
ies. Considerable attention is being 
given by the Admiralty authorities to 
tho question of preparing a general 
scheme under which the Government 
would, in case of war, be enabled 
promptly to secure all suitable ocean 
steamers and fit them as armed cruis- 
ers.

St. Ann's Convent School. 



Tito annual examination of tho pupils 
of St. Ann's Convent School took place 
yesterday, a, very largo number of tho 
parents and friends of tho children being 
in attendance. Tho hour fixed for tho 
commencement of tho examination was 9 
a. m. , but the rain which fell heavily about 
that time necessitated a postponement of 
tho proceedings until noon. Tho exam- 
ination was held in n spacious tent erect- 
ed on tho eaat side of tho convent. A 
platform had been constructed therein 
and in front tiers of seats woro placed for 
the accommodation of visitors. Thosidos 
of the tent were tastefully decorated with 
evergreens and beautiful specimens of 
woolwork, needlework, water color draw- 
ings, o rayons and etchings, the produc- 
tions of the pupils. Tho examination, in 
which tho visitors evinced a very lively 
interest, was conducted by Rev. Fathers 
Jonckau, Leroy and Eusaon, assisted by 
the Lady Superior of the Convent. The 
pupils displayed great proficiency in the 
various subjects in which they were ques- 
tioned, tho manner in which they solved 
many difficult arithmetical problems be 
ing especially worthy of comment. Tho 
exercises in vocal and instrumental music 
afforded much pleasure to thoso who 
heard them. Several of the choruses were 
admirably rendered, the voices of tho 
pupils blending in harmonious accord and 
giving conclusive ovidonce of innate talont 
and frequent practice. The instrumental 
pieces, both on the piano and harmonium, 
woro highly creditable, not only to tho 
pupils but also to their teachers, who 
must have been indefatigable in their 
efforts in this branch of education. The 
dialogues were very interesting and the 
drama entitled "Lilia, or the Test," 
and the operato, " Roil Riding Hood," 
were produced in a manner which would 
have been creditable to professional actors 
and actresses. At tho conclusion of the 
exercises tho distribution of prizes took 
place, a wreath of flowers being placed on 
tho brow of each pupil as she was present- 
ed with her premium by tho Reverend 
Fathers. Tho average attendance of lato 
at this admirable institution has been 130 
and at the examination yesterday there 
were 90 pupils present. They were very 
neatly attired in white dresses trimmed 
with blue, and happiness and content- 
ment appeared to prevail throughout the 
school. Tho roll of honor was read in a 
clear voice by Miss McCabo, and tho 
valedictory address, which was couched 
in beautiful language, was delivered by 
Miss Louisa Hehncken. Tho proceed- 
ings having terminated with the National 
Anthem tho Visitors dispersed and the 
children entered upon tho enjoyment of 
their vacation.

JUDGMENT. 

Galley vs. Kelly — This is an action by 
the landlord against his tenant for what 
in law is called waste. 

Waste is either voluntary, which is a 
crime of commission, as of pulling down 
a house; or it is permissive, which is a 
matter of omission only, as by suffering 
it to fall for want of necessary repairs. At 
common law waste did not extend 
to lessees for life or years. But by the 
statute of Gloucester (i Edw. 1, c. 5, it is 
so extended, and applies to permissive us 
well as voluntary wasto (Archbald's Land- 
lord and Tenant, p. 234. And see Saun- 
ders' Reports by Sergeant Williams, vol. 
1, p. 574.) 

If a lessor accept from the lessee a year- 
ly rent, or rent measured by aliquot part 
of a year, tho Courts will infer from this 
circumstance an intention to create a ten- 
ancy from year to year. (Richardson vs. 
Langridge, Chitty on Contracts, p. 284.) 

A tenant from year to year is not liable 
for permissive waste, and is therefore not 
obliged to make good more wear and tear 
of the premises. (Torriano and Ors. i% 
Young, (i Carrington it Payne Reports, p. 
8.) Rut a tenant is bound to commit no 
waste and to make fair and tenantable re- 
pairs, such as putting in doors and win- 
dows that have been broken by him, so as 
tu prevent wasto or decay of the premises, 
but not to make substantial and lasting 
repairs. (Long iw. Fitzsimmons, Exche- 
quer Reports, 11 Harlstone A - Gordon, p. 
294. ) 

Taking into consideration the ruling in 
Edge vs. Pemberton, Torriano vs. Young, 
and other cases cited for tho defence, I 
am of opinion that tho defendant is not 
liable for permissive waste, or mere 
wear and tear of the premises ; but 1 
think he should pay for the windows bro- 
ken and damaged through negligence 
during the period of his occupancy, w hich 
damage according to tho evidence of the 
witness Crowthor would amount to the 
sum of §8. 

In all cases there is an implied assump- 
sit arising out of the relation of landlord 
and tenant to use the premises in an or- 
dinary and proper manner. (Pooley vs. 
Walker, 5 Term Rep. 373; Chatham r* 
Hampson, 4 Term Rep 318; Yellowby vs. 
Gower, ox-Rep. 11, p. 295. See, also, 
cases in Woodfull's Landlord and Tenant, 
p. 117 and 4G9. ) The evidence shows 
that defendant did not uso tho back yard 
on the premises in an ordinary and prop- 
er manner, lie having half filled it with 
ashes, the cost of removing which is sworn 
to amount to §20. 

Judgment in favor of tho plaintiff for 
S8, the defendant undertaking to remove 
the ashes from tho yard within a week 
from date.

UNITED STATES. 

MEMPHIS, July 14. — Yesterday was 
remarkable for its quietude. Services 
wore held in but few churches and the 
congregations were very small. 

Tho State Board of Health to day 
suspended quarantine against freights; 
but passengers and baggage quarantine 
is still being enforced. At 7 last night, 
an order was given to the keeper of 
Elmwood cemetery to have Jiulgo 
Ray's grave dug as lie was surely dying 
at that hour. Mrs. Tobin, who resides 
on Bradford street, and whose case, 
together with that of her husband, was 
at first thrown out by the Board of 
Health as not being yellow fever, is 
living. 

Charleston, July 14. — Ten whites 
and five colored persons died from sun- 
stroke yesterday. Heavy rains and a 
thunder-storm in the evening lowered 
the temperature over 20 degreos. 

New York, July 11. — The Herald 
to-day says : Observations of the grain 
crop in all the counties on tho line of 
the Union Pacific Railroad as far west 
as tho North Platte roported in our 
telegraph give indications similar to 
reports hitherto receivod from many 
other parts of tho country. Wheat is 
in fine condition and corn is likely to 
surpass any crop ever harvested. Tak- 
ing all the grain producing regions 
together the evidence shows that we 
shall reap a crop greatly exceeding our 
yearly average. The Bulletin's crop 
correspondent for the Northwest is not 
so sanguine on account of unfavorable 
weather. It says it would not sur- 
prise us to hear any day of some grave 
disaster to spring wheat. The long- 
continued drouth has produced a poor, 
thin, uneven and weedy crop of spring 
wheat. Cinch bugs and grasshoppers 
have been working on it for weeks ; 
timely rains came and brought wheat 
to its present condition. Now the 
weather is very hot and scald and rust 
aro both threatened. 

CANADA. 
A Canadian dispatch reports fall 
wheat in Ontario considerably above 
the average of recent years, both in 
qualitj and quantity. Spring wheat 
is below the average. Other spring 
crops are good.

ILL FEELING IN FRANCE.

GREAT BRITAIN. 

London, July 12. — 10 a.m. — It is 
announced that the Prince of Wales, 
Duke of Edinburgh, Duke of Con- 
naught and the Crown Prince of Swe- 
den will be pall-bearers at the funeral 
of the Prince Imperial. The entrance 
to Camden House is drapsd with 
cream-colored tapestry. The Princess 
Beatrice, Princess of Wales, Prince 
Christian and Prince Edward of Saxo 
Wiemar have arrived. 

London, July 14. — When the coffin 
was opened yesterday the foatures of 
the prince were found to be much dis- 
figured, but were recognizable by the 
teeth. Uhltnann, the Prince's valet, 
faintod twice at the sight of the re- 
mains. 

1 p.m. — The weather is fine but cool. 
Crowds of people all dressed in mourn- 
ing, including a large proportion of 
French, thronged the London railway 
stations as early as 5 o'clock this morn- 
ing. It is stated that the ex-Empress 
did not visit the coffin until three this 
morning. She remained over it in an 
agony of grief until seven whon sho 
was removed to her chamber. 

2:30 p.m. — Tho funereal of tho 
Prince took placo to-day in accordance 
with the arrangements already publish- 
ed. 

In addition to tho notable persons 
heretofore mentioned, the Russian, 
German and Danish ambassadors to 
England were present. A body of 
Paris workmen viewed the coffin pre- 
vious to the funeral. It is estimated 
that the sympathizers brought bouquets 
and wreaths sufficient to fill two vans. 

I p.m. — The funeral cortege com- 
menced moving at 5 minutes before 
1 1. The pall-bearers — all princes — 
were in uniform. An immense wreath 
bestowed by Queen Victoria was car- 
ried on the coffin, but was invisible be- 
cause of the mass of flowers. Prince 
Jerome Bounapartc and sons followed 
next after the coffin. The British 
ministry was represented by Frederick 
Stanley and jNlichael Hicks-Beach. The 
procession was about three-quarters of 
a mile long, and the rear was brought 
up by the- second military band. Thero 
wero present deputations of French 
military students and workmen from 
Paris, Lille, Turcoing and other cen- 
tres of French industry. 

A dispatch says that at an early hour 
this morning Woolwich common pre- 
sented an animated appearance on the 
occasion of tho assemblage of troops 
detailed to tako part in funoral parade 
of the late Prince Imperial. At 
Chiselhurst tho soldiers all wore the 
insignia of mourning and soomed af- 
fected by the mouriifulness of tho oc- 
casion. A largo nuinbor of the inhab- 
itants of Woolwich, Greenwich and 
Charlton were present to watch the de- 
parture of the troops, the majority 
wearing mourning. Tho column march- 
ed to Chiselhurst Common. Here a 
halt was made near the north entrance 
of Camden Place, where they found a 
guard of honor and firing party. 



Never before have so many representa- 
tives of the Royal Family been pre- 
sent on a similar occasion as this morn- 
ing are gathered to participate in the 
last honors to tho remains of tho late 
Prince Imperial. At the head of the 
coffin last night two sisters of mercy 
knelt in prayer while candles ranged 
about them threw a tender light upon 
tho face of the dead Prince. All 
save the sisters and priest withdrew 
when the ex-Empress entered. What 
took place as she gazed upon the face 
of her dead son is not and probably 
will not soon be known. All that is 
known is that when she came from 
the room she was calm and all signs of 
violent grief, if there were any, had 
disappeared. 

The favorite horse of tho Prince was 
led after the collin. At the conclusion of 
the services in the church the mem- 
bers of the French Senate and Cham- 
ber of Deputies in attendance and de- 
putations of workmen filed around tho 
coffin sprinkling it with holy water 
and immortelles. 

FRANCE. 

Paris, July 1,'!. — Marshal Canrobert 
has come to England despite official re- 
fusal of leave of absence. 

London', 13. — Various accounts men- 
tion that there is ill feeling in France 
at the great demonstration of mourn- 
ing in England. N'o member of the 
French embassy in London will bo pre- 
sent at the funeral.

GERMANY. 

Berlin, July 12. — It i.s understood 
that a second court-martial relative to 
the loss of the ironclad Grosser Kur- 
furst has condemned several of the 
officers to two years' arrest in a fortress 
and to be dismissed from the service. 
One oflicer, however, whom the author- 
ities consider culpable has escaped con- 
viction and it is thereforo possible that 
the Emperor will order a third trial. 

Berlin, July 12. — The Reichstag 
finally voted a protective customs tar- 
iff to-day — 217 against 117. Bismarck 
then read a decree closing tho session. 
Seventeen national liberals announced 
to-day their secession from that party. 

RUSSIA. 

St. Petersburg, July 13. — Advices 
from Orenburg, June 28, confirm re- 
ports of preparations making by the 
Chinese to march on Kuldja. Ill treat- 
ment of the Russian merchants on tho 
frontier continues. 

ACHEEN. 
The Hague, July 13. — Operation's 
against the Atchinese have been resum- 
ed. The Dutch troops nftor several 
assaults havo captured four Atchinese 
strongholds. The enemy's loss is heavy. 

FRANCE. 
Paris, July 13. — The annual grand 
military review was held to-day by 
President Grevy. Many notables and 
an immense crowd of spectators were 
present and the review was a great 
success. 



Egypt. 

» 

One of the most melancholy pieces of 
reading which has been offered to the 
world for a long period is tho recent 
report of the British Famine Commis- 
sion in Egypt. The unhappy peasants 
of tho Nile — the fellahees — have for 
centuries, as is well known, had suf- 
ficiently wretched experience under the 
misgoverninent and oppressions of their 
Turkish or other rulers. They have 
been looked upon as human machines 
for grinding out taxation for the 
pleasures and luxuries of Turkish 
Pashas and Khedives. Every possible 
penny has been wrung from them for 
iniquitous administration. At the 
building of evory new palace or the 
purchase of a new harem, the fellah of 
the Nilo must not only give to the tax- 
gatherer the bread taken from his child- 
ren's month, but he must mortgage his 
coming crop, sometimes for more than 
a year ahead. To the scholar, the con- 
dition of Egypt under Turkish govern- 
ment was not unlike that of Europe 
under Imperial Rome, when taxes were 
wrung from the peasants and farmers 
years ahead for the luxuries of the Em- 
erors and the pauperism and misery of 
centuries were prepared for the world. 
Yet this condition had not reached its 
worst point of misery. Under an 
Oriental regime there is always a con- 
fusion and neglect which aids the sub- 
ject. Amid the general speculation, he 
is sometimes able to rob or elude his 
own Government. Then Oriental Gov- 
ernments are unstable. Assassinations, 
murders and revolutions change them, 
and under a new tyranny old obliga- 
tions are forgotten. The peasants are 
relieved by the crimes of their masters. 
In the courso of events, however, or 
more correctly, under the unparalleled 
stupidity of the Beaconslield policy, a 
certain guarantee by France and Eng- 
land was given to the financial govern- 
ment of Egypt. All tho exactness and 
unrelenting vigour of Western financial 
administration were added to this 
Oriental tyranny. 

Tho first tax-gatherers in the world 
aided the Turkish despot to strip the 
Egyptian peasants for money which he 
squandered on his lusts, pleasures and 
extravagances. The fellah found him- 
self in the grasp of a system which had 
no mercy; and made no mistakes. He 
could have no hopes now in the neglect 
of fiscal authorities, or in revolution or 
assassination. He must pay his last 
sheaf of wheat and his last measure of 
barley, And not only that but lie 
must mortgage his crops years ahead. 
He wont forth to his forlorn toil of 
sowing his seed, knowing that the 
coining harvest was already in the 
hands of tax-gatherers who had no 
mercy, and were obstructed by no 
ignorance. To add to this misery, na- 
ture turned against him. His only 
hope is the inundation of the Nile and 
and its proper subsidence. But one 
year the usual flood was deficient, and 
in another it was excessive. His custom- 



ary crops failed, but the inexorable 
taxgatherers — the " publicans " of the 
New Testament — never failed. Is it 
to be wondered at that at length this 
peasant, who bears the marks o£ tho 
oppression of ages, gave way himself? 
He felt himself under a power of op- 
pression which was as irresistible e: 
the Nile. He simply bowed his worn 
out body in the furrow of the Nile 
mud and died. Over ten thousand of 
these peasants thus perished. But be- 
yond these, soino two hundred thou- 
sand more lay down in their cabins or 
on the banks of the old river or in the 
miserable villages, and awaited death 
by starvation. The terrible calamity 
has only been averted by the help of 
Englishmen who did not sympathize in 
this " imperial" policy. 

And what was this fatal union of 
Western finance with Oriental despot- 
ism for'f Simply to exhort money to 
pay French and English bondholders 
who lent their funds to tho Khedive 
perfectly understanding the risk and 
his character. They knew that his ex- 
travagant expenditures wero for pal- 
aces, harems, and every sort of unne- 
cessary European "improvements." 
They invested in Egyptian bonds, as 
they did in every other absurd invest- 
ment or speculation. Why should the 
British Government torture the fellah- 
een to pay these speculators 1 In fact, 
why not let the Khedive ropudiato the 
fact if he must 1 The Liberal orators 
in the House of Commons have yet to 
show — as it can be shown — the incre- 
dible fatuity and stupidity of the "im- 
perial " policy of the Tory Cabinet in 
Egypt. It would, indeed, have been 
an " imperialism " worthy of the dig- 
nity of England and full of benefit to 
humanity, had the Earl of Beaconslield 
left Turkey to its deserved fate, and 
turned the whole British diplomacy 
and power toward a " Protectorate " of 
Egypt, + hus securing the Suez Canal, 
forestalling France, breaking up the 
horrible slave trade of the Upper Nile, 
opening new and fertile regions in Cen- 
tral Africa to commerce and Christian- 
ity, protecting the fellaheen, and re- 
deeming ono of the most fertile regions 
in the world to prosperity and civiliza- 
tion again. A reform here would have 
been possible, as it never can bo in 
Turkey. This would have been, if a 
romantic policy, still, a practicable and 
not undignified one. Imperialism in 
Egypt would have had some reason in 
it. But. now all this is lost, and no 
such opportunity can ever be regained. 
France will contest every step with 
England. The Khedive is practically 
independent both of tho Sultan and 
tho western powers. The French and 
English financiers have received the 
cold shoulder. The slave trade goes on 
on the Upper Nile, and in the Lower 
tho fellaheen will still grind out the 
taxes for the Turkish despot, though 
unassisted by Western economists. 
Neither humanity nor British honor 
has gained anything by this " imperial- 
ism." — New York I'imes.
